b) Automatic checking of said at least one character and/or a sequence of characters in 
one word by utilizing a number of predetermined rules related to the sequence of char- 
acters; 

c) Automatic outputting of said character or sequence of characters with a first character 
set of a first language, if the sequence is allowed in said first language according to 
said predetermined rules; 

d) Automatic outputting of said character or sequence of characters with a second charac- 
ter set of a second language, if the sequence is not allowed in said first language ac- 
cording to said predetermined rules. 
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
